REFUNDING THE NATIONAL DEBT. 

The question of amending the existing stat- 
utes in reference to the refunding of the na- 
tional debt, which comes up in the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means next Toursday, will be 
certain to deveiop a wide difference of views in 
the Committee. It is thought that a majority 
are favorabiv inclined to the principle involved 
in the Senate bill authorizing the extension of 
the limit of the 4'¢ per cent bonds to five hun- 
dred millions and the change of the tame of 
redemption from fifteen to thirty years. The 
Committee have already agreed unanimously, 
however, that the Senate bill shail be ignored. 
upon the ground that that body had no juris- 
diction to originate sucha bill, so thatif the 
House Committee conclude to authorize a 4 
per coat thirty-year bond, they will do so by adopt- 
ing Wood's bill iustead of the Senate bill. Some 
members of the Committee, headed by Morri- 
son, the Chairman. are ovposed te any change 
in the existing statute. Col. Morrison says that 
in his Judgment the Secretary cf the Treasury 
can now negotiate a 4 per cent bondif he so 
wishes, and that it would simply be throwing the 
nation’s money away to put out a 4}¢ per cent 
thirty-vear bond, when a 4 per cent tnirty-vear 
bond could be sold for par im the market. 
He says that a 4 per cent bond free of taxes is & 
better investment to-day than the most of im- 


\®roved real estate, and he is opposed to the Gov- 


ernment paying 4'¢ per ceot for money when 
private borrowers, offering good security, easily 
obtain it at 4 per cent. He does not think 
that any change in the credit of the Government 
bas taken place since the original Fuoding bill 
was passed, and believes that the calculations 
then made that by the time the 4 per cents 
had been placed, à 4 per cent long bond could 
be disposed of, will prove to have been fully 
justified, if the Government will only make the 
effort to negotiate the 4 per cent. The act 
passed on Julv 14, 1870, authorized the issne of 
$200,000,000 5 per cent ten-year bonds; $300,- 
000,000 44¢ per cent fifteen-vear bonds, and 
#1,000,000,000 4 r cent thirty-year boods. 
By the act of Jan. 26, 1371, the 5 per 
cent bonds were increased to 8500, 000, 000. and 
the 4 per cents to $700 000, 00. The Senate 
bill now imcreases the 44g ver cents to 500, 
000,600, and leugtuens their term to thirty years, 
and reduces the 4 per cepts to 3500 000, 000.

The Commissioners Decide te Close 
the Ground on Sunday—Foreign Ex- 
hibitors Indigneant Pherecat.

PniLap Irma, Pa., April 29.—The action of 
the Centennial Commission in deciding to close 
the Exhibittom Grounds and Buildings on Sua- 
days has caused more excitement than 
Philadelphia has koownm any time this 
year. Nos o mach among fhe natives, 
either, They, as # rule, s quiet people, 
inberiting the staid and moral deportment of 
their Quaker ancestors, and they rather approve 
the measure; but to the large class of foreign- 
ers and residents of other cities who are already 
swarming in the hotels and lodging-houses the 
announcement is as disagreeabie as it is unex- 
pected.

STORY OF A DISGUSTED GOLD HUNTER. 
Svecrai Diepatch to The Uhicaco Tribune. 

Quincy, III., April 29.—A young man named 
James McCune arrived in the city early this 
morning direct from the Black Hilis, and gives 
a discouraging sccount of the condition of the 
miners in that country. He started from Cen- 
tral Ohio about the middle of Jauuary, and 
made the jouroey to the Black Hills in 
an émigrant wagon. He remained there until 
about three weeks ago, when he became com- 
pletely discouraged at the prospect of getting 
avy gold, and utterly disgusted with the incon- 
veviences of life which ‘he had to undergo. 
He reports that he was only one 
of hundreds of miners who deserted the 
Black Hills at the samo time, they flocking into 
Custer City from the interior and returning 
to their homes as rapidly as circumstances 
wonld permit. The price of flour was $20 in 
gold; sugar, 50 cents a pound, and other 
articles in proportion. Many miners, himself 
among them, were convinced;tbat gold had not 
been discovered in paving quantities in the Hills, 
or if it dad been the danger from the Indiaus 
was too great to tempt any of them te 
go where it lies. While there were 
plenty of rumors of rich lodes, id was 
not often that any one was found who bad been 
lucky eucagh to pick up a nugget of any value. 
A large number of chose who have rushed to 
the vicinity lived. entirely upon the game they 
shoot, which, fortunately, was plenty.

The Straite of Mackie are open, and the 
fact marke two events: the departure from 


with grain, and the starting of a fleet of 
other vessels from the Lower Lakes with mer- 
chandise for Chicago; and the no less im- 
portant one of a decline in railroad freights 
to the ocean, ‘The fleet began to leave Chicago 
on Friday, and will be all under way in a few 
days. Many of the vessels have been loaded 
for several weeks, This fleet carries 550,000 
bushels of wheat, 1,500,000 bushels of corn, 
800,000 bushels of oats, and 80,000 bushels 
of rye; or 2,880,000 bushels of grain, 

Within the last two or three days, over 
1,900 care have been engaged to move grain 
from Chicago, at the rate of 12 cents per 
bushel, or 20 cents per hundred pounds, The 
contracts include the transportation of 
400,000 bushels of corn, 150,000 bushels of 
wheat, and 100,000 bushels of oats, This is 
only for through freights, the grain to be de- 
livered at Baltimore, Philadelphia, and 
Boston; if any gs destined for New York, 
we have not heard of it. 

The shipments by lake, though chartered 
before the opening of lake navigation, have 
been at very low rates, and now stand at 20 
cents per 100 pounds by water to Buffalo 
and thence by rail to New York. This rate 
will not be reduced by canal rates, the rail- 
roads of New York running in close compe- 
tition with the canals. The all-rail rates to 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and Boston are re- 
garded as much cheaper than the charges to 
New York, because of the harbor charges 
and other extortions which are demanded at 
that place, and are not exacted elsewhere. 
But this is not the only danger which 


threatens the grain trade of New York, The 


Canadians are rapidly at work on their canals, 
and, as early as 1878, promise to furnish the 
lake trade with continuous water navigation 
for vessels requiring 14 feet of water, from 
Lake Michigan to Montreal, This will give 
uninterrupted water travel to the largest 
vessela thet can enter our lake harbors, 
When vessels leaving Chicago can proceed 
without delay direct to Montreal, and there 
disobarge their cargoes into an Ocean steamer, 
and at once receive a return cargo of mer.

The Grand Trunk Railroad must, in the neves- 
nity of things, have ite terminus in Chicago, 
It is now as remote from the great volume of 
business of the Wo@, as if it had no connec- 
tion this side of Montreal, There are twenty 
five and more railroads entering Chicago 
from the west and southwest, bearing the 
products of the great Btates and Territories 
they traverse, The Grand Trunk Railway 
has no direct connection with this trade, and 
cannot have until it oan run ite trains from 
Chicago and Milwaukee, and thus furnish 
these cities with a winter route independent 
of combinations with the bankrupt roads of 
our Kastern Mtates, When the Grand Trunk 
Road is thus completed to the west side of 
Lake Michigan, then the Great West will 
have the great water route from April to No- 
vember, and the all-rail routes to Philadel- 
phia, Baltimors, Boston, and all New En- 
gland, without touching New York, or being 
subjected to the exactions and extortions 
heretofore so persistently practiced, 

The“ punishment” inflicted upon Chicago 
at such enormous loss to New York, and to 
ite railroads, has hardly been felt here in a 
pecuniary sense, and ite repetition is not 
likely to ocour, The business at this point 
promises to be greater this year than ever 
before, and the very means employed to 
break up the grain trade of this city will 
have the effect of providing protection 
againat the possibility of such a proceeding 
again, 

Unless New York oan provide some new 
water route of enlarged capacity, with deep 
water, shortening the time of passage, if not 
the distance, fram ufa or Oswego to 
the Hudson, and make that route free, it 
may consider the Western trade lost, and

OUR HOUSEKEEPERS’ DEPARTMENT. 
The column or columns of Tun Tarsune 
which we devote weekly to the science of 
housekeeping, with special reference to its 
culinary department, are attracting attention 
far and near, as is evidenced by the commu- 
nications which pour in upon us from every 
part of the United States, laden with the ex- 
perience of expert hougekeepers, not only in 
the general management of households, but 
also in the manufacture of fabrics of orna- 
mentand use and the preparation of dishes 
for the table, The bearing of these commu- 
nications upon the culinary question—which, 
after all, ia the most important subject in the 
domestic eoonomy, since a badly-cooked dish 
produces u divarranged stomach, and a dinar. 
ranged stomach unte aman for his duty 
la vory intimate, They are virtually the re. 
sult of a conference among experts with re- 
ward not only to the preparation of fangy but 
alno of standard dishes, aud they have already 
reformed the dinnertables in numerous 
households, The advantages of such an 
intercourse among experts, and a friendly 
comparison of views and experiences, 
are too apparent to need specifying | 
but one result is of great importance, name- 
ly, that these recipes from actual housekeep- 
ors, skilled in home cookery, are infinitely 
better than the recipes of professional cooks 
in hotels and restaurants, because, however 
good they may be, they involve an expense 
beyond the possibilities of people of 
means, and they are not usually de- 
vised in the interests of economy and the 


cleaning | using over of materials. In this respect the 


American people are far behind even the 
French with their generally expensive cook- 
ery. One of the highest triumphs of the art 
of the cuisine is to place the same material two 
or three times upon the table, always having 
it palatable, “ suffering a sea change into 
something rich and strange,” and yet place it 
upon the table in such a manner that the eat- 
er shall never suspect having seen it before. 
In this art we, as & people, are sadly da- 


year, Whatever progress it may have made in 
other directions, has no reason to be proud 
of the condition of ite cookery, 
Our best effort, a & Whole ped- 
ple, result rather in a wholesale waste of 
material, a deluge of grease, the promotion 
of indigestion, and the inability to make a 
little money go a great ways. In these ro- 
apecta other nations, like England, France, 
and Germany, are our superiors. France has 
a world-wide reputation for ita cookery, Its 
finer preparations of delicate and luxurious 
dishes are undoubtedly expensive, much 
more so than the average American house- 
keeper would feel herself warranted in un- 
dertaking, but in the standard dishes, such 
aa soups, meats, fish, poultry, and game, the 
French are more economical than we, and 
not only produce cheaper but more palatable 
dishes, The late Praans Dior in his valuable 
leotures to American ladies, and Borsa in his 
recipes, which he has left as his gastronomical 
monument, taught this secret, but it was 
wasted upon the desert air, A fow enthusl- 
aste may have profited thereby, but the 
great majority of American housekeepers 
go on in the old way of waste, and 
groase, and bad cookery, ‘There is one great 
and important feature of cookery which 
these men and others eminent in the cuisine 
have taught us, and which the example of 
European nations is constantly teaching us, 
which we seem determined to neglect, name- 
ly, the preparation of palatable and healthy 
soups. If it were possible, there ought to be 
a law passed compelling every American 
housekeeper to preface her dinner with soup, 
~~firat, because it is healthy, and, second, be- 
cause it ia eoonomical, It does not add one 
cent to the expense of the dinner, because it 
can always be made from what is otherwise 
Wasted. 

The importance of this subject can hardly 
be estimated, The connection between 
physiology and morals, between the physical 
and the moral man, ia d wubtie one, What 
ever disturba @ man physeal nature la 
bound to disturb his moval nature, and noth.

PEARS AND FINE INSUMANOR, 
One of the notable features in the history 


of American cities for the past deeade ia the 
mark cat mivance toward providing safeguards 
againet lows by fire commensurate to the 
enormous value of the property liable to de. 
struction, In 1800, as shown by the data 
collated in the address of President Oaa.ey, 
of the National Board of Underwriters, de. 
livered at the opening of their session in New 
York on Wednesday last, steam fire-engi nes 
had been introduced into only about a dozen 
cities, while in the remainder the inefficient 
volunteer companies, with hand-engines, oon- 
stituted what were styled the Fire Depart. 
ments, Now 275 cities and towns are pro- 
vided with steamers; 78 maintain paid #de. 
partments; and 90 have organized fire-pa- 
trola, Much probably yet remains to be done 
in the way of providing ample water-supply 
for any emergency in the leaser cities, but, 
in all, there are now aixty-five towns and 
cities having public water-works (pump. 
ing), and eighty-seven besides in which 
a good supply is obtained by gravitation. In 
Chicago within that time, with the extension 
of the water-service, enlargement of the 
mains, and increased capacity of the works, 
the water-supply has been many times mul. 
tiplied, and, on completion of the new tun- 
nel-works, will be doubled; and in view 
of these facts it is gratifying to note the 
President of the National Board is con- 
strained to admit that No city shows a 
more marked improvement in the organiza- 
tion of its Fire Department and increased 
water facilities than Chicago.” 

Within the same period, too, there has 
beem a marked falling off in the construc- 
tion of fire-trap buildings; andin many of 
the larger cities—notably in Chicago—the 
building ordinances now in force diminish 
greatly the hazard of loss by fire. So far as 
this city is concerned, the contrast as to the 
substantial character of the leading struct- 
ures with those of European cities is less 
marked than ever, Solid brick partitions, 
metal and alate roofing, and floors laid in 
cement, with, in many buildings, iron joiste 
and arched metal ceilings, are now here rather 
the rule than the exception, In London, Mr, 
Oaxusy reports he found many of the faults 
of the architecture of our cities obtained, 
But in Germany, Helgium, Holland, and 
France, he found that pine was discarded for 
oak and hard-woods for inside finish; that 
both floors and roofs were generally laid in 
oonerete; that wooden partitions were un- 
known, and that lath and plaster were not 
used, while seldom buildings are erected to a 
height of more than 05 feet above the pave. 
ment, and fimay ornamental cornice work of 
combustible material is not used, In ‘eonse. 
quence of thin it is that he attributes the small 
outlay of European cities for Fire Departments 
as compared with ours, London, with nearly 
4,000,000 population, and upward of 440,000 
houses, covering about 120 square miles, has 
but 26 steam fire-engines, 4 floating engines, 
and 85 hand-engines, and the total force of 
the Fire Department is but 400 men. In Paris 
he states he did not finda single steam fire- 
engine, the old hand-machines being relied 
upon, and successfully too, as has been dem- 
onstrated, for the extinguishment of the 
worst conflagrations to which, with their 
nearly fire-proof buildings, they are liable. 

The growth of the insurance business in 
this country, in the same period, is even more 
marked. The aggregate capital of the Ameri- 
can com panies, which in 1866 was $44,410,000, 
notwithstanding the immense losses entailed 
by the Chicago and Boston fires, has in- 
creased to $55,883,000. Notwithstanding, it

companies, From $99,600,000 in 1600, they 
inereased to $64,000,000 in 1876; and the 
risks taken for the last year amounted to 
60,78, 000,000, covering property to the 
amount of three times the national debt, 
The fact that the extension of risks has in no 
wise lessened the precautions of property: 
owners against fire is evidenced not 
only by the improvement everywhere 
of the Fire Departments, but by the 
fact that the losses for the last year 
averaged leas than 50 per cent of tho pro- 
mium, receipts, being for the New York com, 
panics but 43 per cent; companies of other 
Btates 524 per cent; foreign companies 41} 
per cent, The premium receipts of the for- 
eign companies were leas than one-sixth the 
aggregate promiuma paid, showing that there 
jaa firm confidence among business classes 
in the solidity of our home companies, 

The whole exhibit is gratifying as showing 
that there is yearly leas ground for apprehen- 
sion of any such disastrous conflagration as 
the great fire in this city. Enlarged water- 
supply, improved fire department, and im- 
provement in building, well nigh preelude it, 
And it is no loss gratifying in the exhibit as 
to the result of the business for the year of 
the underwriters, for it shows that in event 
of heavy losses they would be able to meet 
them.

MUSIC, 


AT HOME. 
AN UPWARD TENDENCY. 

In commercial terms, music is looking better. 
and has an upward tendency. During the past 
week there bave been several events of note, 
prominent among which was the seventh of the 
Beethoven reunions, which was given at the 
rooms of the Society Thursday evening. The 
programme was an excellent one in all respects, 
and embraced the Mendelssohn trio in C minor, 
Popper's ‘‘ Morceaux Characteristique for piano 
and ‘cello, and the Raff quintette in A minor, for 
piano and string instruments. The trio is a very 
popular one, and the fact that it is included in 
the repertoire of most traveling eoncert troupes 
is @ good sign that the beauty of the composi- 
tion is appreciated wherever it is heard. The 
Raff quintette has been played once before this 
season, 80 that those who heard it at its 
first production were fuily able to ap- 
preciate it; for with one hearing the 
average auditor is almost urable to understand 
it, especially the allegro molto assai and allegro 
vivace quasi presto movements, in which the 
themes are rather vague and not easily noticed, 
and which are worked up in true orchestral 
style. In one respect, Raff certainly bas the 
advantage of other composers of chamber music, 
and that is the wonderful manner in which he 
works up and elaborates simple themes in al- 
most symphonic styie, which is illustrated in 
this quintette as well as in the sonata and trios 
played at former reunions. The Popper compo- 
aition consists of three characteristic pieces,— 
Harlequin, ‘* Why,” aud“ Narrative.” Po 
per is one of the very few writers of ‘cello music 
who, understanding all the technical difficulties 
of the instrument, can introduce some sentiment 
requiring warmth of feeling and artistic color- 
ing into his compositions. The first, **The Har- 
lequin,” is one of these, abounding iu pretty pic- 
tures,in which the grotesqueness of the harlequin, 
as shown by the piano, is never lost sight of. 
This number wae delightfully plaved and waa 
the gem of the evening's performance. The trio 
was played with remarkable discriminatidn, ac- 
curacy, and finish, while the quintette, with all 
its difficuities. went remarkably well, but not as 
well as the trio. Mrs. F. Ullman’s singing of 
the Obe Faro Senza Euridice“ aria from Gluck's 
„Orpheus was not as satisfactory as we bad ex- 
pected it tobe. Her singing lacked finish and 
warmth of 6 on; but her desire to please 
was apparent, and she succeeded in showing her 
voice to good advantage. Mrs. Thurston's sing- 
ing of the three Rubinsieiu songs, Tue 
Dream, Spring Moods,” and Longing,” was 
very enjoyable. We have spoken before of her 
artistic —— of these songs, and place them 
among ber efforts. At the vext aod last 
reucion, Schumann's trio in D minor will be per- 
formed. 

THE MUSICAL COLLEGE SOIREE. 

Another noticeable event of the week was the 
pleasant soiree given by the pupils of the Mu- 
sical College in the parlors of that institation 
on Wednesday evening, which were crowded in 
such a manner ag to suggest that a hall will be 
necessary another season. The principal fea- 
tures of the soiree were Miss Murdoch's dashing 
plaving of Liszt's Second Rhapsodie Hongroise ; 
Miss Foresman's singing of Gomes aria ‘‘ Mie 
Piccinella,” wbich was introduced here by Miss 
Cronyn in the Von Buelow concerts; gree we be

for the sake of Titiens? Even that noble singer could 
not have reconciled us to the rest of the company after 
the novelty of her performance had worn off.

FINANCIAL. 


There was not much activity among the banks apart 
from the usual Saturday press of counter transactions, 
and the applications from the Board of Trade for 
loans with which to make their settlementa, The latter 
count for little in the aggregate transactions of the 
banks, as they do not amount to much more than 6 
transfer of obligations from one bank to another. The 
general demand for accommodations is not large, and 
is reported in most cases to be balanced by the accru- 
ing payments on account of paper due. Discount 
liaes are consequently stationary, if not declining. 
The situation of affairs in the country tends to keep 
discounts up. There are numerous calls from 
the country banas for renewals. Country 
collections have mended a litt ie, but 
there is room for a good deal more improvement. The 
roads are dry enough in most places to permit the 
passage of a good deal more of grain and cattle than 
has yet been sent forward, Both are still held back 
on account of the low prices, at which farmers are un- 
willing tosell, Country trade is temporarily affected 
unfavorably by this state of affairs. The supply of 
loanable funds is increasing slowly, but the banks 
have sufficient employment as yet for their resources. 

Rates of discount at the banks are 8@10 per cent, 
with concessions to the best of independent borrow- 
ers. 

On the street rates are 7@18 per cent. Good paper 
is in demand. 

New York exchange was sold between banks at 6 
50c per $1,000 premium.

A letter from Rochester, Minn., speaking for the 
whole of the neighboring section, says: The pres- 
ent outlook is such as to make us think we will have 
to hold it (our stored wheat) till the last of May. Prices 
are getting so low, and spring work is so far behind, 
that it is difficult to say when wheat will move from 
here. 

The lake fleet of grain-laden vessels will probably 
leave on Monday. The lst of May is the commence- 
ment of the summer insurance season, and rates then 
will be lower than previously. The difference between 


the April and May rates is large enough to make it 1— 
worth the while of vessel-owners to hold back, espe- | 


cially as the prospects for lake business after the fitst 
trip are not by any means flattering. 


The recent decline in prices of grain, together with | 


low freight rates, have stimulated shippers to activity 
in a marked degree, The rail movement is now a very 
large one, During the last half of the week now closed 
more than 1,000 cars have been chartered for direct 
shipment to the seaboard for Europe, to say nothing 
of the grain going to interior points, and to stop on 
the seaboard. These rail shipments already reported 
as arranged for include over 400,000 bu corn and some 
150,000 bu wheat, none of which goes by way of New 
York. " 

It is interesting to know what New York and Buffa- 
10 will do in 1:egard to the grain-trade this summer. 
It will be necessary to give more favorabie rail rates 
from Buffalo to New York thaa the Tc per bu on corn, 
which is the current quotation, m order to attract 
grain in that direction, to say nothing of the elevator 
charges at Buffalo, which are now very low, Other- 
wise, the through-rail rates remaining as now, 
the ports of Philadelphia and Baltimore will receive 
the bulk of the grain going to Europe, and lake- 
freights will again be flat, stale, and unprofitable” to 
carriers. : 

The leading produce markets were much steadier 
on Saturday, the fluctuations of prices being limited 
to a much smaller range, and there was more confi- 
dence exhibited, though a good deal of property was 
again offered for sale in some departmenta, The 
weather was dull and the air chilly, but that made lit- 
tle difference to the feeling in the markets, as the 
crop prospects were not regarded as being affected by 
cloud at this time. The outward movement of grain 
was fair, and the receipts rather large in comparison 
with the recent record. 

In the dry-goods market the clearings were not 
numerous nor important. Prints were again weak 
and unsettled, and e reduction in one or two 
brands was noted, but otherwise the market was fairly 
steady. The demand for groceries was fully up to the 
expectations of the trade, and a steady and firm feel- 
ing prevailed all around. Of late coffees have been 
receiving considerable attention, and prices show more 
stability than for some time previous. Jobbers of 
dried fruits were fairly busy, both the local and coun- 
try trade ordering freely. Both imported and domes- 
tic varicties showed a good degree of strength. Fish 
were steady as previonsly quoted. The coal, wood, 
bagging, leather, and tobacco markets presented no 
important mew features. Oils were in fair request, 
with prices unchanged, except for carbon, which was 
held de higher. 

Lumber was in moderate demand sat unchanged 
prices. Nearly allthe Lake Michigan lumber ports 
are now accessible by vessels, and as more of the mills 
are starting uv the receipts henceforth are likely to be 
liberal. Metal tinners’ stock, nails, aud iron were in 
only fair demand and generally steady. Salt was 
steady at $1.40 for ans. The stock here is much re 
duced, but liberal receipts by water are expected now 
that the Straits are open. The and hay 
markets were unchanged, Small orders are received 
daily, and prices are tolerably steady, Wool was slow 
and easy. Dealers are closing out the stock ef eld, 
prices for some grades of which are some- 
times shaded. The quantity in sore is 
smal, and, if the new season opens late, 
as some parties think it will, probably little old wool 
will be carried over.

Cutcaco, April 27.—Will yeu allow me to 
speak, through your columns, of what I con- 
sider a great injustice? In an account of an 
address by the President of a certain Mauufac- 
turing Company, I observed that he took occa- 
sion te condemn the practice of employing 
female agents, stating that be had the old- 
fashioned notions about the sphere of women, 
which was home; that business tended to make 
her coarse and unwomanly, ete, 

I suppose the gentleman, in this supreme mo- 
ment of inspiration, had visions of the good old 
time when, as among the noble Aborigines, the 
woman patiently bore all the burdens of the 
journey of life, while ber lord and master rode 
in state by her side, as became his kingly na- 
ture : and, in the pleasing idea that the capacity 
of his sex wasso much better suited to the 
presentation of the merits of the Patent Process 
Lapboard, the Universa]) Guide, or the latest 
edition of Baron Munchausen, he forgot to use 
some of that superior reason he professed to 
have, but certainly did not exercise, or he would 
have seen the impossibility of obtaining a home 
with wages reduced by tne competition brought 
about by confining female labor to so few ohap- 
pels, and by the greater number now throwa 
upon their own resources, who have to 
choose between what their employers please 
to give, and nothing; and, in the multiplicity of 
words he used to hide his want of ideas, was not 
not aware how apparent it was, that, like all mo- 
nopolists, he feared that innovations upon the 
good old styles would result in a loss of power 
and money to himeelf, rather than of modesty 
to woman; and, so long as she was content to 
be the living representative of the neater and 
passive verbs, to be” and “to suffer,” and

In view of the well-known fact that three- 
fourths of the fallen womenin our cities be- 
came such through inability to dress in the 
manner required by their employers if they 
would retain their situations; and the certain 
knowledge that, if women were paid more, and 
not obliged to choose between starvation and 
shame, the victims of the libertine and seducer 
would be few.—does it not seem selfish, if not 
suspicious, that these fearfui souls iook upon 
every atiempt at enlarging the working ephere 
of woman with such holy horror? Perha)s 
thoughts of cheaply-made garments and cheaper 
domestics were agitating his ample mind; but, 
as long as the educated, intelligent American 
girl is placed ona level with the ignorant for- 
eigoer or negro, and addressed and spoken of as 
„my servant,” though physically and intel- 
lectually she may be superior, so long will she 
refuse to occupy the place of Biddy, if outside 
the prescribed limits she can gain an honest 
livehhood; and no sensible, respectable man 
will blame her. J. G.

A SAINTED HINDOO. 


Reminiscence of His Career. 
Phuadelphia Bulletn, 

The following memorial comes to us from a 
writer in the interior of the State. We do not 
precisely like his methol of speaking of tragic 
thiogs, but the facts supplied by the narrative 
are interesting, if not instructive : 

You may have noticed in the papers that 
Beluchius Jamsuttacheneebhoy was mortally 
wounded the other day by the Nawab of Dada ia 
Ahmeddaugger. 

Aud thus another one of the earth’s great and 
noble ones passes away. I koew him well; I 
refer to Beiuchius Jamsuttacheebhoy, of course. 
He was in some respects a very remarkable man, 
even for a Hindoo. 1 remember that in his 
earlier years his mind assumed somewnat ‘of a 
devotional cast; aad in the first impulse of his 
religious fervor he undertook to give his feel- 
ings expression by standing upon one leg for 
sixty-seven years. After he had held that other 
leg in the air for about thirty-two mootbs, how- 
ever, his views uoderwent a change, and he con- 
cluded to put it donn. It seems but yesterday 
that he came to me aud said that, after turning the 
matter over in his mind, it struck bim as some- 
what abeurd for a man to hope to secure eternal 
felicity by hoiding up his toes, andthat he was 
now convinced that if he hoped to get into the 
path of duty be should have to engage in the 
work of pitching babies to the sacred croco- 
diles. 

I never knew any one to fire his whole soul to 
a work as Beluchius did to this. To see that 
saintiy Hindoo take a baby aod chuck ata hun- 
gry crocodile, was to bave your respect fof man- 
kind increased. He was an unusually conscien- 
tious man, and he never caused the animals any 
unnecessary anpovance. When one of them would 
prop its jaws open Beluchius would take any odd 
twins that he bad in his collection and heave them 
into the animals mouth with a precision that 
was little less than marvelous. He acquired 
dexterity by practicing with a rag-baby on «@ 
stuffed alligator, and it was a comfort to see the 
good man going through his exercise with that 
scrupulous fidelity which always distinguished 


him. 

But he wearied of it at last. He told me that 
his soul craved something which would develop 
his higher powers, and so he joined the Thugs. 
Here the same iofty devotion to auty character- 
ized his conduct. He bad a way of garroting a 
mao which brought all the instincts of his better 
nature into play, and his friends never couid 
sufficiently admire the artistic mannerin which 
he disposed of the various members of his 
family. It was not so much that he brained 
both of nis parents with a single fling of the 
boomerang, although that was spoken of at the 
time as something a little above the average, 
and it was not that he choked off his grana- 
mother by slipping the cilothes-line over her 
head and tightening it by fixing his or 
to the other end and dropping him out of the 
window. But when he pinned bis sunt to the 
cellar-door with the toasting fork, and drove the 
cook through the roof by putting blasting 
powder in the stove, people said that the man’s 
services were entitled to some kind of recogni- 
tion over and above what be deserved for put- 
— bis httle brothers and sisters in the well 
and then dropping grindstones on them. 

There was something about the man that 
warmed the heart toward him. After he resigned 
from the Thugs, he found relief for his yearn- 
ing after truth by exercising upon the sacred 
swing.

THE TROUBADOUR KING. 

Lucy Hooper writes from Paris to 
Journal: Victor Tissot has just issued the 
second series of his “ Voyage au Pays des Mul- 
iards” under the title of “The Prussians in 
Germany.” From the new volume we will cites 
few passages relating to that most romantic of 
living monarchs, King Louis of Bavaria. An 
entire chapter is devoted to a description of the 
six castles owned by the roi troubadour, begin- 
ning with the two palaces at Munich. If half 
the freaks and follies related therein are true, 
his Majesty must certainly have a bee in his bon- 
net of most uncommon dimensions, but, as the 
writer is a Frenchman teliing about Germany, 
his statements are, of course, to be taken with a 
grain of salt. One of the six castles is thus 
described: 

The castle of Hohensch is pictur- 
— perched upon a rooky peak. All around 
rise lofty mountains covered with gloomy forests 
of pine, and at the foot of the roc there is a ro- 
mantic lake peopled with swans. The King har- 
nesses these swans to a gilded bark shaped like 
a shell, and is drawn over the surface of the 
water, while a band of singers, grouped upon the 
bank, execute fragments of Lo a,’ and 
the moon illuminates with its pale beams the 
fantastic march of stuffed stags, which are 
moved by meaus of internal mechanism. 

At the time of the last eruption of Vesuvius 
the King became envious, wanted to have 
one too. He summoned to Hohenschwaagau 
the two Professors of Geo of the University, 
and ordered them to get him up s volcano. 
They set to work at once. A mountain was hol- 
lowed out, and the hole was filled with powder, 
sulphur, coal, and petroleum. The sight was 
maguificent. The fire were brought 
thither from miles around. It was thought that 
the Royal castle had been mined by the Prus- 
sians and had been blown up. 

The King also wanted tempests on the Lake 
of Hohenschwangau. An enormous machine 
bas been constructed, provided with prodigious 
wheels, which raise great waves with a terrible 
noise. 

“Whether he inhabit his castle of Borg, of 
Lindenhoff, or of Munich, there are two things 
that are indispensable to comfort, his piano and 
bis moonlight. Without a piano the day would 
seem to him a century long, and without moon- 
light it is impossible for him to sleep. When 
Providence refuses to light for him the celestial 
lamp, he is forced to have recourse to a fabri- 
cated moonlight. A special apparatus for pro- 
ducing the electric light has been installed in 
each of the royal bed-chambers, At Munich the 

ing is pierced with a thousand minute holes, 
behind which are placed gas-jets. That repre- 
sents very fairly a starry sky. While traveling 
the King makes use of an economical and 
ble moon, which can be hung up like an astral 


lamp.

It seems to me 
that it would have been better to have let it re- 
main to commemorate the great men of France 
than to have changed it intoachurch.

Very near the Pantheon is the Church of 

ST. ETIENNE DU MONT, 
one of the most interesting buildings in Paris. 
It contains the magnificent tomb of St. Gene- 
vieve. Candles are kept continually b in 
the rich chapel where this tomb 1s ; they are 
sold in the church to those who wish to make an 
offering to the saint and sav a few prayers in her 
honor; we saw several burning in thé | ean- 
delabra at the foot of the tomb. This church 
was commenced by Francis I., and belongs b 
ite architecture to the sixteenth an 
seventeenth centuries. The pulpit, sculp- 
tured in wood, is a masterpiece ot 
Lestocart. 1 think it was in this church 
that we remarked two very graceful spiral stair- 
cases cut out of stone. I have seen many sculp- 
tured pulpits in marble and in stone in the vari- 
ious churches which we have visited; the one in 
the Cathedral in Liege ie remarkably well 
carved in wood, by the sculptor Geefs; unfor- 
tunately, it does not quite barmonize with its 
environments, being entirely Gothic, while the 
building in which it is placed is modern. Ine 
stained-glass windows add a great deal to the 
Church of St. Etienne; their soft and brilliant 
colors defy time ; these are the work of the six- 
teenth seventeenth centuries. The coloring 
of these paintings on glass, which embellish so 
many churches on the Oontinent, is now reck- 
oned among the lost arts. Countries which 
possess these art-treasures may well be 
proud of them, for it seems as though in 
this utilitarian age men would never again spend 
so much time and labor in bringing to perfection 
what is merely to delight the eye. 

ST. AUGUSTIN. 

On the Boulevard Malesherbes is a new 
church, lately finished. This building is verv 
original in ite architecture, following neither the 
form of the Latin cross, the usual one in Gothic 
churches, nor the form of the Greek temple, 
like the Madeleine. It is, however, considered 
to be, so the guide-book telle us, one of the 
most satisfactory buildings of new Paris. The 
entrance is in the style of the twelfth century, 
the belfries in that of the sixteenth, and the 
dome in that of the séventeenth. The columns, 
capitals, and pediments are of ali forms and 
of all s. Above the three doors forming 
the main entrance are fine paintings of Faith, 
Hope, and Charitv. The high altar immediately 
under the dome, is surmounted by a glittering 
canopy. A frieze over the entrance represents 
Christ and the twelve Aposties. There is an 
immense crypt under this church. Our visit to 
the Church of St. Augustin was rather hurried, 
and perhaps I should have been better pleased 
with it had I had time to examine it more in 
detail; as it was, the general impression left 
on my mind was not quite a satisfied one. It 
seems to me that the best proof of a well-built 
building as ot, to use a trite simile, a well- 
dressed woman, is, that we admire the general 
effects without anything striking us in particu- 
lar. Now, in this church there is much to ad- 
mire in partioular ; but not, I think, the general 
effect. 

There are many other fine churches in Paris 
besides these few principal oves which I have 
mentioned. Notre Dame, St. Etienne. and the 
Pantheon are on the left bank of the Seine and 
in the old part of Paris, while St. Boch, St. Au- 
gustin, and the Madeleine are on the right

ITS NATURE AND VALUE. 
One of the benevolent results of the Piym- 


Huth Church—Beecher-Tilton—Advisory Coun- 


cll, which goes to counterbalance the evils of 
the continual agitation ot the scandal,” is the 
light shed by the discyssion of its character 
upon the question of the nature and value of 
Congregationalism as a religious system. 

The polity of this church—or, more correctly 
speaking, of the Congregational Church—is 
being discussed by some of the ablest men of 
that faith and order,”—Dr. Storrs, Dr. Bacon, 
Mr. Beecher, and Dr. Sturtevant, President of 
Lilinois College, being among the disputants. 

The views of these eminent controversialists 
are by no means as harmonioas as the nature of 
the question at issue and the supposed unity of 
that respectable denomination would lead us to 
expect. Indeed, it is becoming evident 
that there w a Higa Church” and 
a Low Church” party among Congregational - 
iste, as well as among Episcopalians.—the form 
differing not essentially from Presbyterianism, 
which recognizes the necessity and propriety of 
a higher judicatory than the individual church, 
and the latter maintaining that the local eh urch 
is the highest ecclesiastical tribunal on earth. 
from which there is no appeal. Dr. Storrs, of 
Brooklyn, appears on the field as champion of 
the High Church” party, while Henry Ward 
Beecher stands ae the vindicator of the latter, 
supported by Dr. Sturtevant, and other distin- 
guished men, who have taken up the gauntiet 
thrown down by the Church of the Pilgrims. 

We must confess that, at the present writing, 
the Low Church party seem to have their haugh- 
ty antagonist upon the hip, and that Dr. Storrs 
will be compelied to betake himself to ihe shel- 
ter of either the Episcopalian or Presbyterian 
Church, in order to escape the sturdy blows with 
which his opponents have sought to crush his 
he! met. 

The present attitude of Dr. Storrs serves to 
give currency to the charge, which has been 
freely made by his opponents, that he occupies 
the unenviable position of being a Congrega- 
tionalist only in name, which his spirit, tenden- 
cies, and the logic of his ition, all indicate 
that bis sympathies are with the hierarchal and 
presbyterial churches. 

The revelatior®f this fact will go far to nullify 
any utterance of Dr. Storrs on the question of 
the nature and sic: ificance of the late Advisory 
Council, for, if ita work can only be set aside 
and repudiated as ‘‘un-Congregational” by an 
**un-Oongregational " doctrine on the part of the 
learned Doctor, it can hardly be condemned, but 
the condemnation must fall upon Dr. Storrs 
himself. 

The most trenchant blows which have been 
given by the “Low Church” party, so far as 1 
have observed the controversy, have been de- 
livered by President Sturtevant. Referring to 
the resolutions of censure of the “ Advisory 
Council,” by the Church of the Pilgrims,—doubt- 
less from Dr. Storrs’ pen,—he gays:

Congregational 
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METHODIST GENERAL CONFERENCE. 
OUTLINE OF ITS LABORS. 
New York Herald. 

One week hence the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Churoh of the United 
States will assemble in quadrennial session in 
Baltimore. The delegates, even with reduced 
representation this year, will number 500, and 
will represent a constituency of 2,500,000 church 
members and twice that number of nominal 
adherents im thie country, and fraternal dele- 
gates from other bodies of Methodists in this 
and other lands. The sessions of the General 
Conference seldom occupy less time than one 
month, and frequently they overrun that period, 
leaving much of their business unfinished at the 
final adjournment. The Academy of Music has 
been hired and prepared for the use of the Con- 
ference and the people of Baltimore have gener- 
ously opened their homes to entertain the dele- 
gates. 

Four years ago, when the General Conference 
met in Brooklyn, N. X., they adjourned to meet 
in St. Louis, May 1, 1876. But the depression of 
business and the grasshopper plague have so 
impoverished the few and feeble Methodists of 
that region that they could not entertain the 
Conference for a month without very greatly 
increasing their burdens and crippling their en- 
ergies. e Methodists of Baltimore, who four 
years ago were anxious that the nference 
should meet with them, in this case came 
promptly to the rescue of their Western breth- 
ren and rene their invitation, and one An- 
nual Conference after another has accepted it, 
and to-morrow week there will be a buatie and 
stir in that city such as it has not witnessed 
for many years. Ass preparation for that gath- 
ering, the Bishops have recommended that 
next Friday be observed throughout the 
churches as a day of fasting aod prayer for God's 
special blessing upon the Conference ; that He 
will graciously guide and assist the delegates io 
all their deliberations and bring them to wise 
and just conclusions on all questions that may 
come before them. Some of these questions 
are of very great importance to the Church at 
large. They include the fundamental ideas of 
Methodism the number of Bishops and their 
support; the character, duties, and tenure of 
their office and their proper care when old age 
enfeebles them and unfite them for active work; 
the number and method of electing the Presid- 
ing Elders or sub-Bishops of the Church and 
the manner of their support; the itinerant. 
system; the probationary system; the Sundav- 
school department, ite conduct and relation to 
the Church. The ritual of Methodism, and the 
expensiveness of the machinery of this form of 
Christianity, will come up fora hearing before 
this General Conference. 

At the close of the last General Conference 
the Methodist Episco Oburch had thirteen 
Bisho One, the Senior Bishop, Morris, has 
died since, and Bishop Janes, of this city, is now 
his successor in years and pastoral work. He 
has been forty-six years in the ministry and 
twoenty-four in the Episcopate. The last Gen- 
eral Conference assigned the Bishops to separate 
districts for the purpose of residence only. They“ 
make out their own plan of visitation to the an- 
nual Conferences to suit themselves, as hereto- 
fore. But the locating of them was designed to 
prevent the tendency, very apparent among 
Bushbops and presbyters, to settle ou the Atiantic 
seaboard, and leave the rest of the country in a 
measure uncared for. There has since grown 
up among the churches a provincial idea which 
would confine each Bishop to his own district 
or province. This, however, will hardly tind 
favor with the General Conference, as it would 
subvert the itinerant system to which the 
Bushops as well as the presbyters are re- 

uir to adhere. Previous to 1872 the 

izhops were supported by the profits of the 
Book Concern in this city, but the last General 
Conference threw this burden over on the 
Oburch at large (about $40,000 additional per 
annum), with the proviso that the Book Concern 
should make up deficiencies. These aggregate 
more than half of the entire amount needed, 
and if the Episcopacy should be increased this 
year, as many sections ask and expect, the with- 
drawal of such large sums of money from the 
business of the Concern will very seriously in- 
terfere with its usefulness. The Germans are 
clamorous for one or two Bishops of their na- 
tionality aod tongue, and the colored Methodists 
want more than two of their race. But similar 
demands were made upon the last General Con- 
ference and were denied, and they will be, w.th- 
out doubt, by this Conference also. A newspa- 
per controversy has been waged during the past 
ear concerning the Bishop's orders and their 
nure of office. As deacons and elders they re- 
ceived each two ordinations, and the point in 
dispute is whether the third ene is necessary to 
the authority or fitness of their Episcopal office, 
seeing that they ure thereto elected by the votes 
of the General Conference. 

The prelatical party insist that the Episcopacy 
is a third and higher orderin the Church than 
the others. and therefore demands a separate 
form of ordination or consecration. The Pres- 
byterial or radical party insist that the election 
gives them all the honor, authority, and dignity 
that tneir office has or needs, and that they are 
simply elders like the rest of the clerical body, 
only that for the time being they are chosen to 
the superintedeney of the Church. This 
would rotate the office every four years, an 
when a Bishop. through sickness or infirmity of 
age or other cause, became disqualified for act- 
ive service, it would send him back to the Con- 
ference from whence he was taken, to be sup- 
ported by that body instead of by the Church at 
large. This matter will be thrust upon the Gen- 
eral Conference which meete in Baltimore next 
week, and will need a settlement. 

The Presiding Elder system comes in im- 
portance next to the Episcopacy, aud will proba- 
bly excite much more interest and controversy, 
There are 423 of those sub-Bishops in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and their office 
takes them away from the pastoral work and 
makes their support a burden on all the 
churches, reducing by so much—as some pastors 
thiok—their salaries. The cost of the Eldership 
is from 5 to 8 cents per member. The principal 
modifications of this system are demanded. One 
would enlarge the districts and reduce the num- 
ber of Presiding Eiders, thereby giving them a 
better support and the ple greater ability to 
pay. The other would reduce the size and greatly 
increase the number of districis, so that a Pre- 
siding Eider could retain pastoral charge of a 
church ana recerve hie support therefrom, and at 
the same time exercise a certain supervision over 
churches in his vicinity. With these a third pro- 
position 1s —namely, to elect the Pre- 
siding Elders in annual conference instead of 
having them appointed by the Bishop, as they 
are now. This proposition is based on the idea 
that the Bisbops appoint favorites to those posi- 
tions, and set men over the church who are 
often the least esteemed among their brethren. 
Aud over this matter an animated discussion has 
taken place during the t year, one party 
claiming that in the early ry of the Church 
Eiders were elected and not appointed. and the 
other 2 strenuous in asserting and malu- 
taining by historical facts and premises the con-

And yet the aggregate of all these 
do not exceed much more than 85 per member 
per annum for all the Methodists in the land. 
But thousands are unable to pay this much, and 

there must be curtailment somewhere.

RELICIOUS MISCELLANY. 
THE CHURCH AT HOME AND ABROAD. 


It is stated that the Congregation of Rites at 
Rome has reported adversely to the canoniza- 
tion of Joan of Arc. 

A work answering in the negative the ques- 
tion, Ie Future Punishment Eternal ?“ will be 
published early in May by Lockwood, Brooke & 
Co. It is said that the author is a distinguished 
orthodox minister. 

The American Baptist Missionary Union closes 
ite fiscal year with an excess of receipts over 
last year of $4,026. The total receipts for the 
year have been $245,997; expenditares, $223,- 
176, leaving a balance in the treasury of $22,- 
820. 

It is understood that the Joint Committee ap- 
pointed by the Reformed Dutch and the North- 
ern Presbyterian Churches, to consider the 
closer co-operation of the two bodies, have de- 


cided not to prosecute the matter further at 
present. 


The Northern Indiana Methodist Conference 
reporte 6,676 probationers and 25,241 members, 
ng a email iocrease over last year. They in- 
structed their delegates to vote for a change lu 
the Discipline, so as to make the Presiding El- 
dership elective. 


The thrifty City of Bigin is experiencing a 
powerful bat quiet revival of religion, univn 
meetings being conducted daily and nightly by 
J. W. Dean, of this city, It is estimated that 
200 conversions haye occurred, and the interest 
deepens every day. Mr. Dean seems to be quite 
successful. 


Since Jan. 1, 1876, 1.04 persons bave been 
admitted to the churches of the New York Pres- 
bytery on examination and 676 on certificate, 
and in 1875 800 were admitted on examination 
and 653 on certificate. Last year the Sunday- 
schools of this Presbytery were reported to con- 
tain 16,901, while this year they report 17,296. 


Of 320 students in Amherst College, Masea- 
chusetts, all but fifty have made a profession of 
the Christian fait. There have been,” says 
the Cnristian Mirror, “with the exception of 
the two sermons of Dr. Taylor, no extra ser- 
vices and no protracted meetings. The classes, 
bowever, have held haif-hour meetings every 
evening for two or three weeks iu private rooms, 
and a noonday prayer-meeting of half-an-hour 
has been sustained with interest daily.” 


At the annual meeting of the Detroit Presby- 
tery. April 12, the Scottish Presbyterian Church 
of Detroit joined the Presbytery, and through it 
the Presbyterian Church of .the United States. 
A resolution was passed by the Presbytery re- 
questing the Board of Publication to take charge 
ot the news agency upon some one of the leading 
lines of the country, in order to supply the pas- 
sengers with wholesome reading in the place of 
the vicious literature now often sold. 


At the laying of the corner-stone, April 13, of 
the new Presbyterian Church in Boston, which 
the congregation of the Rev. J. B. Dunn are 
building, addresses were made by the Rev. Phil 
lips Brooks, Episcopalian ; the Rev. Mr. Cook, 
Methodist ; the Rev. Dr. Lorimer, Baptist; the 
Rev. W. H. H. Murray. Congregationalist ; and 
the Rev. De. Miner, Universalist. The church, 
which stands at the intersection of Berkeley 
street, Columbus avenue, and Isapella street, 
will cost, including the ground, about $115,000. 
The materials are to be brick and brown stone. 


The Maryland Methodist Protestant Confer- 
ence has issued an address urging the other 
Conferences to join in a call for a General Con- 
vention to meet in Baltimore in 1877. The pur- 
pose of the Convention is to make such 
changes in the second, tenth, and fourteenth 
articles of the Constitution of the Methodist 
Prot estant Church as may be deemed necessary.

as they may judge proper, and for the further 
purpose of taking such action as said Conveo- 
tion may decide to be desirable upon the basis 
of union agreed on by the Joint Commission 
of Methodist Protestant and Methodist 
Churches.”

New York, April 27.—The Women’s Centen- 
nial Union of this city on Tuesday evening 
gave a grand ball at the Academy to raise funds 
to promote the proper representation of this 
State at the great Philadelphia show. It was 
intended to be a grand affair, and, as one of the 
morning papers remarked, it was a success in 
everything but the crowd,—which recalis a re- 
mark attributed to Abraham Lincoln, who, on 
being called to a window to observe a passing 
cavalry company, said that, ercepting the men 
and horses, it was the fiaest troop he had seen 
in Washington. Weil, the Centennial Ball 
brought in the dimes, and thst’s what the man- 
agers were after. Confidentially, I may inform 
you that the real bona fide upper-ten of New 
York society have voted these Centennial and 
Lady Washington receptions a bore, and will 
have nothing more to do with them. The Feb- 
ruary ball, which was such a affair in 
several senses, took away all the enthusiasm of 
the aristocracy for such promiscuous parties, 
and by common consent they are to be hence- 
forth avoided, As three-fourths of our pleasure- 
seekers in what is called are mere imi- 
tators, and ape the mauners of their aristocratic 
friends, Centennial parties (i. e., public parties 
tu which anybody may go who is rich enough to 
buy a ticket) have been tabooed. 

MODERN RELIO-WORSHIP.

The head of 
the institution is an Itahan known as Father 
Vitalian, and a very pleasant-speaking, genial, 
polite gentleman is too. Strangers are a. 
ways welcomed. ot his sounds 
strange to the average American ear. He 
claims that the power of healiug belongs to the 
Church, and has d to it direct from the 
Aposties. The relies are chiefly of St. Paul of 
the Passion, who died in 1775. He is described 
by the Father as follows: He was e wonder- 
fully holy mao to whom the Lord gave many 
visions, showing him in a vision at one time while 
he was at prayer thatthe Passionists should 
have their houses in England. ... We be- 
lheve that the relics of this holy man, who has 
been duly canonized, have the efficacy to work 
cures for diseases in those who come in the 
spirit of faith and prayer.” He gives many in- 
stances of miraculous cures for rheumatism, 
paralysis, aod epilepsy, and there is no doubt 
that bundreds of devout Catholics are resort- 
ing to the place for cures every week. 

BOMANCE OF A WIDOW'S LIFE. 

Among the death notices printed last week 
was that of a middle-aged Englishman who bad 
only resided in this country about six months. 
His history is linked to that of a charming 
widow, well known in society, whose grief at his 
lose ts well-nigh insupportable, or would be but 
for one circumstance. About eighteen months 
ago the widow, who by the way was the wife of 
a deceased wholesale grocery merchant, made a 
tour of Europe m company with the family of 
an Eastern railroad-king. Her own fortune con- 
sisted of the income from her husband's estate, 
which she accepted in lien of dower, 
coupled with the condition that the estate 
should go direct to an only son—a lad about 12 
years old—in case she married a second time.

He went to Florida and found 
temporary relief. About three weeks ago he re- 
turned, but an imprudent exposure ht on 
a relapse, and last week he di in 
his later sickness he was attended by 
his affectionate wife with all tho 
tenderness and care possible. She had 
her heart to him so completely that his death 

ave her aterrible shock. For several days she 

as been lying very ill herself, and it was not 
until yesterday that her relatives indulged in 
hopes of her recovery. The salve which awaits 
her wounded heart when she fully recovers is a 
bank-balance at Brown Brothers’ amounting to 
nearly $50,000 in money, bequeathed to her by 
the deceased in a will reguiarly drawn and wit- 
nessed, and about which she is as yet in total 
ignorance.
